HIS issue of The Jewish Chronicle closed for pres: 

any important decisions had been taken by the histori 

Zionist. Congress now in session in Zurich. But. after a 
long period of obscurity, the position of Dr. WEIZMANN and 
some of lis lieutenants has at last been revealed. 

Dr. WEIZMANN has made two statements. The first is that 
the Royal Commission’s basic argument—that the Mandate is 
inherently unworkable—is a proposition. the truth of which 
Zionists deny. The Commission's perspective, he asserts, was 
distorted. It was not the Mandate which was unworkable; the 
difficulty was that it had been half-heartedly applied by an 
administration which had failed to makea really serious attempt 
to work it. He called attention to what be termed the charac- 
teristic feature of the Commission’s report, namely, ~ the 
remarkable inconsequence between its analysis of the problem 
and its conclusions and recommendations’’—the © striking con- 
tradiction between the Commission's acknowledgment of the 
justice of our case .. . and its recommendations for the 
restriction of the Jewish endeavours in practically every 
direction.”’ 


In his second statement, however, Dr. WEIZMANN went on to 
declare that ‘‘in spite of the inconsistency of its conclusions and 
in spite of its fundamental assumption of the unworkability of 
the Mandate, with which we must respectfully beg leave to 
disagree, the Commission has made some constructive efforts at 
finding a solution of the problem.” In particular, he seems to 
be lured by the proposal to set up a Jewish State. It would be 
unwise, he urged, entirely to reject that proposal: indeed, he 
believed that it would be possible to develop the Jewish State 
“under the certain limitations of the partition scheme,’ even 
to the extent of bringing in two million Jews to Palestine 
" during the next few years.” 

If there is any way of reconciling these two declarations, 
then we are bound to say that it is not visible to us, If it 
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be true, as Dr. WEIZMANN says, that the Commission's argument 
that the Mandate is unworkable is a false contention which 
Zionists cannot accept, then the logical inference is that we 
should call upon the Mandatory to abide by its undertaking and 
discharge its task without more ado. Instead of that, he bids 
his followers not to “reject entirely” the alternative to the 
Mandate—a Jewish State. He urges us to throw over the 
system the success of which is witnessed by the record of 


achievement in almost every direction in Palestine since 1922” 

and to replace it by the perilous gamble of setting up 
immediately a minute Jewish State.

If there is remarkable 
anywhere it is in Dr. WEIZMANN’'S totally con- 
tlieting declarations. If the Mandate is workable and producing 
good results, then the proper thing to do is to set about 
implementing it. 

The whole case for accepting the Royal Commission's 
Partition plan is in fact destroyed by Dr. WEIZMANN’S 
two conflicting: statements. Why must the earnest con- 
sideration of Jewry be distracted by the dangling of a_ bait 
in the shape of a caricature of a Sovereign State? Why 
must it be befuddled by talk of bringing in two million 
Jews to Palestine in the next few years? If by a few 
vears’’ Dr. WEIZMANN means, say, five, that would involve a 
Jewish immigration of 400.000 a year into an area the 
size of Norfolk... Does the Zionist leader seriously contend 
that that is a practical There is in Dr. 
WEIZMANN'S statements no clear guidance 
and it is not surprising that a discord of opinion has 
developed at Congress: on the one hand, an attitude: of 
Vigorous opposition to the whole theory of Partition; on the 


proposition

other, a disposition to accept the principle and haggle over the 
detatls. The alternatives adumbrated by Dr. WEIZMANN were 
a choice between the Jewish State inva part. of the Mandated 
area, and the danger of. being in a minority in a larger area, 
These are not the alternatives before the Jewish people. A 
true description would be: between accepting an unworkable 
scheme for a Jewish State, and calling for the tmplementing of 
the Mandate now proved to be not only just but, on Dr. 
VEIZMANN’S own showing, practicable. If the Jewish State 


should fail—and under the overwhelming handicaps with which 


this Partition State would start out this would be almost 
inevitable—it would be an end to the Jew.sh State idea for 


generations to come. We should have ‘thrown away our 
immemorial claim and have nothing in return but a failure 
which would reflect disastrously on every single Jew throughout 
the world. 

In these circumstances it is perfectly obvious that tho 
time has not arrived for Congress to formulate its policy. It 


hould adjourn, There is more than ample justification for 


this procedure. “We would remind Zionists that, from the 
moment the word Partition was first breathed until Congress 
met. Dr. WEIZMANN was silent on the question of Partition, 
and not a word of counsel fell from his lips. By no stretch 
of imagination can it be said that the elections to Congress took 
place on the basis of an enlightened discussion on the Partition 
policy and the delegates therefore should not be asked to deliver 
a verdict. They have neither the right nor the power to 
commit the whole Jewish people to an endorsement of the 
Partition plan—the whole Jewish people to whom the Balfour 
Declaration was addressed and who will be vitally affected by 
the scheme for Partition. They bave had neither the time nor 
the leadership to make up their minds, and it would be an act of 
folly for any one to attempt to bind them toa variation of the 
status quo after a few days’ debate. 

One can only look with grave concern on the indications of 
the line it is proposed to take. The Zionist leader attempts to 
allay the fears which many delegates harbour by declaring that 
Congress has not been called upon to vote on any definite 
proposal, He asks it merely to empower the new Executive to 
negotiate with the Government with a view to ascertaining the 
precise terms on which they propose the establishment of the 
Jewish State. That is the thin end of the Partition wedge. 
The principle would be accepted; and Congress and Zionists 
would be told in the course of a few months that they had 
agreed to Partition in spirit—and the mischief would be done. 

This matter is too momentous and too far-reaching for hasty 
resolutions. On the way in which it is decided may depend 
the whole fature of the Jewish people. There was an attempt 
to hurry Parliament into a decision. It failed under the awaken- 
ing sense of responsibility of the country’s elected representa- 
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tives, and a Jewish policy of hush and rush deserves no better 
fate. For two thousand years Jews have awaited the restoration 
to their Homeland. They could surely wait with composure for 
another few months. The Mandates 
already shown grave doubts about the whole scheme, would, 
in the light of the circumstances we have mentioned, under- 
stand the delay.

Mr. JULIUS JACOBS (Liverpool) 


| One of Liverpool's Senior Magistrates, Mr. Julius Jacobs, O.B.E., J.P., 
died on Tuesday at his residence, “ Linwood,” Sefton Park Road, 
Wavertree, in his seventy-seventh year. He had been in failing health 
for some months, suffering from heart trouble. 

Mr. Jacobs was one of the oldest members of the Princes Road 
Synagogue. He was born = in 
Dublin, and was the youngest son of 
the late David Jacobs, ot Liverpool, 
where he received his education, At 
the age of thirteen he became 
associated with the woollen and 
clothing firm founded by his father 
in 1869, and by his clever organisa- 
tion and enterprise he contnbuted 
substantially to the building-up otf a 
very large business. He took a keen 
interest in municipal work, and in 
1900 he became a member oft the 
City Council. His father, who died 
in 1903, left a will containing the 
restriction that his son Julius 
“should not become a candidate for 
a district or county council or for 
Parliament,” the penalty being that 
if he did he would cease to be a 
partner and lose all interest in the 
estate. Not wishing to disobey his 
father's desires, the deceased did not 
offer himself for re-election to the City Counce. He. however, COrTL- 
tinued his work for various institutions. He served as President of 
the Liverpool Hebrew Philanthropic Society, with which he had been 
connected for forty years; was Hon. Secretary of the local branch of the 
National Association for the Employment of Regular Soldiers, Sailors, 
and Airmen, and a member of the General Comnuttee m London: was 
Deputy-Chairman of the Liverpool Theatres and Public Entertain- 
ments Committee of the local Bench and a member of its Office and 
General Purposes (‘onmumuttee: a member of the Laverpoo! and Bootle 
Advisory Commuttee of the Ministry of Labour; of the local War 
Pensions Committee; and a life member of the Brntish Legion, He was 
universally known as “the ex-Servicemen’s frend,” and in that capacity 
had been responsible tor obtaining suitable employ ment for hundreds of 
ex-Servicemen. In 1920 he received the O.B.E. 

‘The deceased had been a magistrate since 1904, and at the Liverpool! 
Police Court on Tuesday, the magistrates and court officials paid tribute 
to hus work as a magistrate and as a citizen. Mr. Jacobs was twice 
married, and a unique feature of his hfe was the fact that he had 
celebrated two Silver Wedding anniversanes. He leaves a widow, 
three sons, ar! two daughters. All his children are marned.

Camp Synagogue Consecrated 
Historic Event at Walmer 
A “Tabernacle” of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade 


As I passed the lads on guard on Sunday morning, at the entrance 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade Camp, at Hawke's Hill Farm, Kingsdown, 
Walmer, Kent (writes THe JEwisH CHRONICLE representative) I saw 
in the distance a fine new marquee surmounted at each end by a 
Magen David. , Outside the marquee was a notice-board, with 
the inscription and spaces below for the iusertion 
of the times of the daily services. It was a thrilling experience to 
see what is probably the first Camp Synagogue to be established in 
this country, standing near the sea-shore, a beacon-light in Israel. 

On entering the marquee, I saw a Synagogue fully equipped in the 
minutest detail. There were about 120 tip-up seats of polished wood; a 
raised platform with a beautiful Ark; a Reading-desk, with purple plush 
and embroidered gold cover ; seats at the side of the Ark for the Chaplain 
and for the Wardens; and the Ner Tamid, I learned that the cost of the 
equipment had been obtained by Dayan Gollop, the Brigade Chaplain, 
mainly from members of the Hampstead Synagogue. A board recording 
this gift has been affixed to one of the poles of the marquee, Another 
board contains the following inscription : 

“This Synagogue marquee is presented on behalf of David May (son of Mr, 


Jonas A. May, the Brigade Secretary) in loving memory of his grandparents, 
Aron and Miriam May,”’ 


Consecration Ceremony 


Before a large assembly of friends of the Brigade, the ceremony of con- 
secration was held. The lads formed a guard of honour in camp for the 
two Sefarim which had been lent by the Wardens of the Hampstead 
Synagogue, and which were carried through the lines in procession by 
Dayan Gollop and Capt. E. Jacobi, the Adjutant. Others in the procession 
included Colonel Algernon Lesser (who commanded the first J.L.B, Camp 
at Deal in 1896), Major M. Braham, Camp Commandant; Col. EK. M, 
Joseph, Chief Staff Officer; Mr. A. J. Jacobs, of the United Synagogue ; 
and some of the officers and Old Comrades of the Brigade. 

Mr. Jonas May lit the perpetual lamp, and the Dayan, on entering the 
Synagogue, uttered a benediction. The Camp Choir, under the direction 
of C.Q.M.S. J. Wagman, of the Jews’ Free School Company, sang Ma 
lobu, and the Rev. S. Venitt, Junior Brigade Chaplain, conducted the 
service. The Sefarim were placed in the Ark by Col. Joseph and Major 
Braham, and the Dayan delivered a sermon. 

In the course of his remarks, be said that it was not a new expenrence 
in the history of the Jewish people to consecrate a Synagogue in a camp. 
The Children of Israel had lived in camps for forty years, and during the 
whole of that period their Synagogue was a camp Synagogue—a 
Vishcon, a tabernacie, which was the camp's pivot. Moses, the great 
law-giver, once said: “Thy camps shall be holy.’’ Holiness meant, 
in the first place, cleanliness, physical cleanliness—what a boy in the 
Brigade would call smartness, added the Dayan, who emphasised 
the importance of holiness, purity, and cleanliness, God should not be 
locked away when one went on holiday. That Synagogue would be a 
constant reminder to visitors and boys that God was always with them, 
‘* We Jews do not segregate ourselves from our non-Jewish neighbours. 
The only justification for having a Jewish campis our approach to God, 
Our paths may be different but our aims are the same as those of non- 
Jewish camps. The presence of a specific Synagogue in camp is to 
illustrate to our lads that they have a great heritage.” 

Dayan Gollop recited a special consecration prayer. 


Old Comrades Entertained 


Prior to the ceremony, the officers entertained to luncheon a party of 
Old Comrades and their friends, who were welcomed by Major Braham, 
the Chairman, Col. Ernest Joseph paid a tribute to Col. Algern n Lesser. 
He particularly welcomed the old veterans of the Brigade, which, he said, 
was progressing, but was still not strong cnough. The Old Comrades hat 
been very helpful, and he was pleased to announce that throucth the 
efforts of Mr. Frank Renton, an old boy, the sum of nearly £500 had been 
collected for the Brigade funds. Col, Joseph read a lettcr of greeting 
from Col. Halsted, the Brigade Commandant, who had undergone a 
serious operation. He a’so thanked Dayar Gollop and Mrs. Gollop, and 
congratulated Major Braham and other officers for their good work.

Palestine’s Hour of Destiny

AUNTED, as I think most Jews must be at this moment. by the 
gravity of the Palestine situation, I interrupted my .vacation 

in order to attend the Parliamentary Debate on the proposals of the 
Royal Commission and the Government's endorsement of them. It 
was, let me say, asad and melancholy experience such as is not easily 
forgotten. As one listened to the Colonial Se¢retary proclaiming the 
failure of the Mandate and unfolding the plan for the partition of 
the Jewish National Home, one marvelled at the astounding change 
that had come over the Palestine scene. It was painful to see 
former pro-Zionist stalwarts in the ranks of the defeatists and 
the trimmers, wrestling a little shamefacedly with their 
consciences, endeavouring, in mincing language. to demonstrate 


that black was white and defeat was victory. Which one of 
them, one asked oneself bitterly. would, if such a throne were set 
up, best qualify for the title of King of the Hédgers* And it was 


deplorable to think that in their speeches they reflected only 
the mood of one-time pro-Zionist champions outside—in the 
and elsewhere.

NE'S thoughts wandered, at times, to the stormy vet heroic 
; story of the Zionist struggle. The figure of Herz! came into 
mind, as one had seen him ever and anon on bis hurried visits 
to London, during the strenuous labours in which he spent 
himself, and one wondered what. his spirit, if it hovered 
over the Palace of Westminster must have thought of 
the proceedings there.

london Opera House on the morrow of the Balfour Declaration, at 
which Viscount Cecil declared: “Arabian countries for the Arabs, 
and Judea for the Jews!" and from Lord Samuel went | 
triumphant cry of ~ Next year in Jerusalem! 
by Never, never in Jerusalem!” I thought of Mr. Ormsby-Gore's 
declaration at the same meeting: “The Jewish claim to Palestine 
[not one-fifth of Palestine'—is overwhelming'” and of the crowded 
pro-Zionist meeting over which it once fell to my lot to preside, 
and at which not the least encouraging of the speeches came from 
the lips of—Mr. Ormsby-Gore! Before my vision trooped other 
memories—of the Ciralutzim and their bistoric labours, then of 
Zionist hopes darkened by the anarchy of the Great War, and next 
of the splendid recovery which. has invested Jewry with a new 
glory and gone. far to justify the whole argument for the Zionist 
demand! And now—this sorry, pitiful anti-climax, this confession 
of blank failure, and its sequel. Partition!

KT, to any one looking on at this Debate, one thing seemed 
undeniable. There was hardly any enthusiasm anywhere in 
the House for the new Policy, recommended though it Was in a 
epeech by the Colonial Secretary, whose determined manner seemed 
to me only to cloak his own uneasiness. And when, at the end, the 
fortunate and skilful intervention of Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
Winston Churchill—two men who, although not in the Government, 
obviously dominated and led the House—saved the Commons froma 
hasty decision, many a sigh of relief must have been heaved! Perhaps 
Mr. Churchill had in mind the example of his brilliant father, Lord 
Randolph, who—when Gladstone, tired and in despair, proposed a 
policy of surrender to the Irish Home Rulers—called upon 
the country ta refuse to be cajoled by “an old man in a 
hurry!” That phrase stuck in the popular mind. But “burry” 
is once again in evidence to-day. Had it not been for the two 
statesmen mentioned, the House might have been rushed, alter a 
single night's Debate, into giving a speedy dispatch to the only 
scheme ever formulated to redress two thousand years of patient 
waiting on the part of the Jewish people. Thanks to Mr. Lloyd 
George and Mr. Churchill there is a reprieve, and the House is not 
committed ! 


NOTHER point deserves to be stressed. The argument that the 
Arabs had suffered from the efforts to set up the Jewish National 
Home found no echo in the Debate. Quite the contrary. Further, the 
Colonial Secretary—since reinforced by Sir Henry McMahon—made 
hay of the contention that Palestine had been promised to the 
Arabs. How many leading articles have I read in the general Press 
which tried to demonstrate that Zionism was impracticable because 
two conflicting pledges had been given to two different communities? 


Hundreds, I should think!. What then remained of the Arab case? 
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The Balfour Declaration now proved to be unencumbered by any 
contradictory promise, the Jews doing their part manfully to redeem 
their Homeland, the Arabs not harmed but gaining in the process— 
why tear up a solemn compact, especially asthe difficulties in the 
way of its consummation were almost entirely of the British 
signatory’s own making? 


HE answers were twofold. The intensification of Arab 
nationalism, and the growing pressure of Jews yearning to 
escape from persecution. As to the first, this country knew very 
well, when the Balfour Declaration was issued, that the Arabs were 
there. Long before that time, as I well remember, Zangwill had 
insisted, in speech after speech, on the problem of the ~ 600,000 
Arabs (as they then were) and I fancy that it was largely 
in order to escape that difficulty that he pressed on with his 
Territorial policy. Is it, because the Arabs have now become more 
nationally-minded that the Government are justified in their attitude 
of despair? Indians, too, have been smitten with the Nationalist 
fever, and among them, too, are communal divisions, far more 
deep-seated, if anything. than those which separate the Arabs and 
the Jews, and culminating often in the gravest bloodshed. But 
nobody in this country, so far as I know, has ever suggested 
that Great Britain should abandon its task and partition the 
great Dependency. After all. the present Nationalist fever may 
Wane in a generation or less. Why assume that it will 
always rack the Palestine Moslems-—-or. their leaders ? 
The truth about Palestine is that with the perfervid Arab 
Nationalism is mixed not a little sheer greed. it is Naboth's 
Vineyard over again. ‘The Jews in Palestine succeeded only too 
well, and, in doing so, aroused the envy of their Arab neighbours 
and brought about the present tragic situation. Had they gone to 
work slothfully and effected little or nothing, then the Arabs and 
the short-sighted politicians at home would have slept on com. 
fortably and all would have been “well -! fut as, to the general 
surprise—including that of the British authorities, as | several 
vears ago pointed out at a public meeting with.the assent of a 
famous pro-Zionist publicist—they took the Mandate seriously, they 
are to be punished. Thus have they added one more to the many 


paradoxes of Jewish life— nothing fails like success 


A§ for the pressure from the stricken Jewish masses, that can 

surely not be a reason for réstricting their entry still further 
into the country which was given them as their baven and: home- 
land. The idea is as cruél as itis feckless. Yet all that is now offered 
them under the Partition plan is a tiny area tricked out in the 
gaudy and sham trappings of a Sovereign State. ‘The tract of land 
assigned to them, no bigger than an English county, bears, says Mr. 
Churchill, a population of 140 to the square kilometre. It ig as 
densely populated as Germany or England, and twice as densely 
as France. * How then,’ he asks. “can there be any future 
for the idea of a national bome of refuge and of inspiration 
for the hunted and hounded Jews of 80 many = lands?” 
Who, one may add, would venture to suggest that France or 
(Germany, or even this country, should find room for a million or 
more fresh inhabitants? “It was said,’ remarked Viscount Samuel 
in the House of Lords debate, “that the Jewish population 
would be increased by immigration, but im this tiny territory how 
would there be any assurance that the numbers would be increased 
in any reasonable time to any considerable extent?” How, indeed, 
seeing that the Arabs would number 225,000 as compared with 
258.000 Jews—a proportion quite sufficient not only to hamper 
Jewish immigration but, under the influence of Arab irredentist 
propaganda, to bring the entire life of the Jewish State to a 
standstill? 


I> short, Partition, as now proposed, is, from the point of view of 

urgent Jewish necessities, a hollow farce. Restriction of 
immigration might be toyed with as a means of placating Ara! 
hostility, but it would leave the Jewish problem to fret Britain and 
the other nations with increasing intensity, and to mar their own 
contentment. Would it mean nothing to the sensitive conscience 
of Britons that, as a result of their country’s attack of nerves, 
harried and hungry Jews were left to run hither and thither for 
refuge, only to be denied salvation °” 


N grounds of justice and practicability the proposed scheme of 
Partition is, to adapt the Disraelian saying, damned if not 
dead. [t would give Jews not a Jewry-built but a jerry-built 
home. No attempt whatsoever has been made to rebut the 
devastating criticisms of its working. “It will be all right on 
the night,” as one of the characters in “The Pantomime 
Rehearsal"’ used to say—all right, that is, after some other 
unhappy Commission or Committee has tried its hand at con- 
verting the impossible into the possible and making water run 
uphill. Nor is there hope of peace in the Partition principle itself. 
I am penning these lines before the deliberations of the Zionist 
Congress have begun. But one thing [ dare to say. Even if Congress 
were wheedled or frightened into an acceptance of the Government 
plan, or anything like it, its decision would not bind the Jewish 
people as a whole—unless, indeed, we are to revolutionise our 
Prayer Book. No Congress has it within its power to barter away the 
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age-old and dearest aspirations of the Jewish people. For two 
thousand years they have hoped and prayed for their restoration, and 
nobody, and nothing, will prevent them from going on hoping and 
praying. They have known, over and over again, the bitterness of 
reverses. This is not the first time they have built their homeland 
with one hand and driven off their enemy with the other, and I do 
not envy capitulators, if capitulation in a panic it is to be, the verdict 
of history on the ignominious flight overnight from the tenaciously 
held objective of generations of Jewry. Nor, indeed, if the views now 
held as to the intense and enduring nature of Arab nationalism be 
true—and they form the very basis of the present proposal—can the 
Government themselves regard Partition as having an atom of 
finality about it. 


ET me add one word in conclusion. Whichever way the dice 

of destiny may fall], the epic story of the Zionist movement 
has added a glorious chapter to Jewish history. Nothing can rob 
Jews of that supreme consolation. It has demonstrated to a 
doubting and contemptuous world that the capacity for creative 
effort has not died in the Jew during his long, weary years of exile. 
It has proved once again that the Jewish people renews its youth 
and vitality with the ages, and rises stronger than ever from every 
calamity. That is the best answer to our detractors, and a clarion 
call of encouragement to ourselves. We have vindicated our right 
to aplace inthe sun. We bave earned it by perseverance under 
unparalleled suffering and by our proven readiness to work out our 
own future. Let the old spirit uphold our people, and, sooner or 
later, Commissions or no Commissions, they will, please God, come 
into their own! Meanwhile, let us fervently echo the hope of 
Dr, Weizmann, expressed at the London Opera House meeting: 
“The present. generation has upon its shoulders the greatest 
responsibility for the last two thousand years. I pray that it may 
be worthy of that responsibility! ”

TRUMPERY CHARGES MAKE COURT LAUGH 


Police Brutality Alleged 


A suggestion that a man was ill-treated by the police when they 
were dealing with a crowd at a Fascist meeting at Stepney Green, 
on the evening. ot July l4th. was made at Thames Polee Court last 
week, when five men charged on remand, under the Public 
Order Act, with insulting behaviour. All pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. E. G. Taylor, who prosecuted, stated that on the evening of 
July I4th the British Umon of held a meeting at Stepney 
Green, where they tound and it 
thirts -seven otficers to be rushed to the Sprott. 

Giving evidence in the case of a defendant named Fox, P. C. Norcott 
stated that he and other officers were,engaged in controlling a large 
ami hostile crowd after the meeting had when he saw Fox 
rut across the road shaking his first at other officers controlling, another 
section of the crowd. He intercepted Fox, who became vers violent, 
and they both fell to the ground. Wath the assistance of P.C. Garrett, 
Fox was overpowered and taken to Arbour Squire Pobce Station. 
When charged, he said: “1 have nothing to sav.”

Garrett. who gave corroborative evidence, said that no more 
violence was used than was necessary “to rriaake the arrest and Fox 
never complained he was badly treated.

Giving evidence, Fox said that after leaving the meeting he had 
walked about ten or tifteen yvards when there was a. scuffle and a 


skirmish. People ran in all directions and he was pushed to the 
ground. The next thing he knew was that he was in the hands of four 
or five otheers, who were holding him clear of the ground, with his 
teet above his head, the blood to run to hus Fon the 
moment he was dazed, and then he asked the otheers to let binnn get 
up, Which they did. Someone put some money in lus pocket and then 
he was escorted to a pohee van, He was not ill-treated at all after 
that. After he was placed in a cell at the pohee station, he felt pains. 
When released about 1 he went straight to hospital, where hs 
chest was strapped, and the following day he was X-rayed. He was 
discharged aiter three days. Fox called two witnesses to corroborate 
lus story, both of whom mentioned that they saw hin being held with 
his head hanging down. 


“The Police Can't Use Kid Gloves” 


Mr. Everard Dickson: “When the pohcé are dealing with cases 
of mob disorder they can't do so in kid gloves. It may be that, 
following these events, someone is arrested in circumstances which 


lead to complaints of people being ill-treated.

Mr. Dickson added that it was extremely likely that Fox became 
involved in the disorder, but, on the evidence, he was not satisfied 
that his conduct was likely or was intended to create a breach of the 
peace, and he would be discharged. 

Two defendants were fined £3 and £1 respectively, the magistrate 
accepting the evidence of the prosecution in each case. 

The remaining two defendants were discharged, the evidence against 
them being so slight as to cause considerable amusement in court. 
One was charged with “ placing his fingers in his mouth and uttering 
a shnil whistle.” The magistrate said: “I deprecate this sort of 
conduct, but, at the same tume, I think it would be a sad state of 
affairs if it became a criminal offence every time an irresponsible 
young man was so ill-disposed as to put his fingers in his mouth and 
whistle. I don’t think that sort of conduct falls within the scope 
of this section. Defendant is discharged.” 

The other defendant, named Howles, was said by Junior Section 
Inspector Ennis to have “raised his right hand to his mouth and 
emitted a vulgar and insulting noise with his lps.” Cross-examined 
by Mr. D. Collard (defending) Inspector Ennis said that the crowd 
were in a high state of tension in parts and the noise made by 
Howles might have caused reprisals from sympathisers of the speaker 
on the plattorm. 

Mr. Collard: “I put it to you that what Mr. Howles really did 
was to blow his nose?” 

Inspector Enns: “Well, he had no handkerchief in his hand.” 

“Did the crowd shout : ‘Shame, he never did anything ’?”-—“ Yes, 
a remark of that nature.” | 

Howles, on oath, said that he blew his nose and an Inspector came 
up to him and said: “ That’s a fine thing to do,” and placed him in 
the hands of another officer. “When I blow my nose I make a 
considerable noise,” Howles added. “ When I sleep I make some noise.” 

' The magistrate asked Howles to blow his nose, and he did so, 
umid laughter, Thereupon the magistrate said he accepted the 
defendant's explanation and discharged him.

Fascist Fined Five Pounds 


For assaulting a Jewish motorist, a man, aged nineteen, of Whitehead 
Street, Stepney, stated to be a member of the British Union of Fascists, 
was fined £5, or twenty-eight days’ imprisonment, at Thames Police 
Court on Tuesday. He was also ordered to enter into his own recog- 
nisances of £25 and find one surety in the same amount to keep the 
peace for twelve months, or go to prison for six weeks in default. The 
magistrate, Mr. Everard Dickson, said he would not accept as a surety 
anyone actively associated with a political organisation. —. 

Mr. David Rabin, of Grundy Street, Poplar, said he was driving his 
ear through a crowd in Stepney, on the evenmng of July 14th, when 
blows were aimed at his car and attempts made to smash the wind- 


screen. The accused looked in at the window, called him “A 
Jew.” and struck him in the right eve. Police-sergeant Bedford said 


the crowd was comprised of persons who had just left a Fascist meeting 
in Stepney Green, where there had been considerable disorder, 

The accused, it was stated, was convicted in February of causing 
wilful damage by throwing a barrel into a quantity of eggs outside a 
Jewish grocer’s shop. He was a strong supporter of the local Fascist 


Party.

Thus, a party of twenty members of the Britush 
Umon of Fascists—wihich has always boasted of rts “ essential British- 
ness,” but whose leader paid a flying visit to Germany after the Black- 
shirt debacle on October 4th of last year—-was received on Wednesday, 
July 27th, at Nuremberg by Julus Strewher, Gauleiter of Nuremberg, 
Mditor of the pernographic race-sheet DER STUERMER, and chief ants- 
Jewish propagandist of the Nazi Party. 

Addressing them as “comrades and brothers.” Herr Streacher 
expressed lus adnuration for the British Blackshirt orgamsation. 
= Wihis is if that the Englsh nation still declines to stretch out its 
hand to Germany!” he asked, as reported in THe Times. “* There can 
be only one answer. If the English people knew. the truth, it would 
offer Germany its hand. But in England the Jews and Jewish money 
have very much to say. For that reason—and this will be my con- 
viction to my dying day—the fight against the Jews can never be 
stopped. In this sense I consider you as brothers and comrades in 
the fight. We have only one common enemy, and that is the Jew. 
We must conquer him. The tame will come when the world will be 
hberated from Satan Alljude....Perhaps the day 1s nearer than we 
think, when our two nations will be working, no longer against each 
other, but shoulder to shoulder for the future of the world. England 
and Germany together—free from Jews—would be able to put another 
lace on the world.” 

The Blackslurts showed their approval of this anti-Jewish speech 
by raising a threefold Sieg Heil! for Hitler and Streicher, and their 
spokesman boasted that they were known in London as “the East- 
End Streichers.” They concluded by singing the Horst Wessel song 
in English—exactly as is done at Blackshirt meetings in Bethnal Green. 

Also visiting Germany are two foreign anti-Jewish propagandists 
who are advocating the creation of a World Federation of all anti- 
Jewish organisations. They are Mr. Elmhurst, an American, and Mr. 
H. Beaimsh, an Englishman. The latter, as reported in our columns, 
spoke recently at Finsbury Pavement from a Fascist platform.

Special Abattoir Being Constructed 
PROBLEM OF THE RITUAL BATHS 
[From our Correspondent] 


At the monthly meeting of the Board. of Sheclita,’ the Chairman, 
Mr. A. Friedman, reported on the position with regard to the casting- 
pen. The Leeds Corporation, he said, are proceeding rapidly with the 
construction of the special abattou tor the housing of the pen. LU ntor- 
tunately, the butchers and the Shochtuu are complaining that the 
accommodation Is totally Inaclequate and that it wall be unpossible to 
cet through with the work. 

Winding up a discussion, the Chairman said that he was assured 
by the Markets Superintendent that the space provided wis ample 
for their requirements in spite of its small appearance, but in order 
to satisfv the butchers, he suggested that a deputation should meet 
the Superintendent on the spot and go into the question with hum 
and report back to the Board. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Henry Freedman, reporting on the financial 
position, said that following on the Board's taking over of the control 
and tanagement of the Ritual Baths, the CXPenses for the last few 
weeks exceeded the income, and he regarded the postition with great 
misgiving. He said it was to be regretted that the Leeds Corporation 
compelled them to take over the Baths under threat ot closing them, 
whilst the Bournemouth Corporation had recently provided the Jewish 
Community with Ritual Baths. He thought that Alderman H. Morris, 
who is Chairman of the Corporation Baths Commuttee, might assist in 
the matter. 

The Chairman, in reply, said that the Board and the Community 
had to be thankful to Alderman Morns for a great deal. It was 
through his instrumentality that the Corporation took over the Batlis 
two yours ape, which had saved the Board a creat deal of thohey. 
The position, however, became intolerable, since the Corporation were 
losing at the rate of £650 per annum, and the would be compelled 
to close the Baths if the Community would not take them off ther 
hands. Further, Alderman Mormns had assisted the Board by getting 
the rent greatly reduced, and promised the deputation which waited 
upon the Baths Committee that when the new baths were built in 
Eastgate, Ritual Baths would be included and would form part of a 
larger scheme. The expenses would not be as heavy as runmng a 
special building, and it would be undertaken by the Corporation at no 
expense to the Community. 

With regard to the financial position, the Chairman said that great 
care would have to be taken that the Board did not revert to the 
positron which existed a few years ago. Arrangements would have 
to be made to increase the fees so that the budget could be balanced. 

A Baths Sub-Committee was elected with Mr. S. Hyman as 
Chairman. 


Kasher Kitchen for Hospitals 
Well-to-do People Not Subscribing Enough 


Mr. J. Richmond, Chairman of the Kasher Kitchen for Hospitals, 
presided at the monthly meeting held at the Central Synagogue 
Rooms last week. He presented a recommendation from the 
Ministers’ Visitation Committee requesting that the Kasher Kitchen 
should supply dinners to the Jewish patients of the Ida Convales- 
cent Home. It was decided that it was at present impossible to 
undertake the responsibility of providing kasher meals to an extra 
hospital, on account of the expense. 

The Treasurer, Mr. M. Zermansky, stated that there were forty- 
six Jewish patients at St. James’ Hospital and twenty-five at 
the General Infirmary, Women's Hospital, Maternity Home, and 
Killingbeck. In the last month the funds of the Kitchen had 
depreciated by over £40, this being on account of the abnormal 
number of patients that had to be provided for. He submitted a 
list of seventy-five names of prominent business and professional 
men who were not subscribing to the Kitchen. There was no doubt, 
he said, that unless the Kitchen was supported more by the better-

PREMATURE BURIAL 

For many years I was the Honorary Manager of the funeral depart. 
ment of the leading Jewish Conmuunity in Germany. As a general 
rule, the deceased was taken for seventy-two hours alter death to a 
special hall at the cemetery, where the Taharah, ete.. were held in a 
spectal room. Any qualified doctor had access to this room until thirt: 
minutes betore the tume fixed for the funeral and reliqmous service 
The period ot seventy-two hours tnade it certain that death had taken 
place and therefore no error was ever possible. It also allowed enough 
tune for relatives and fnends to come from. distances to attend the 
tuneral, to get mourning. clothes, etc. Never has even the most 
Orthodox Rabbi raised any objection to this procedure. It seems 
to me that there are only two solutions of the problem: either 
halls should be erected such as l have mentioned or there must be 
lintmnediate burial.

the week. If they choose to relegate to the limbo of forgotten 


things the Jewish custom of the covered head it does not 
evoke any special comment in ordinary circumstances. We 
can appreciate that they are actuated by the outdoor spirit 
and the desire to be restricted as little as possible by unnecessary 
clothing during the summer months. But there is ample oppor- 
tunity for satisfying that urge every hour of the whole week. Are 
we demanding a great sacrifice when we ask our youth to show 
respect for tradition and the Synagogue on those occasions when they 
attend, by wearing acorrect form of headgear fortwo or three hours? 
It is grotesque to see ““copples"’ that are normally associated with 
orthodoxy on the heads of those whose minds are usually absorbed 
by everything except the liturgy and observance of Israel's ancient 
doctrines. This is quite apart from the fact that more barm than 
good is achieved through the senseless practice of iguoring one law 
to fulfil another, by carrying that particular head covering on the 
Sabbath to wear it inthe Synagogue.—” D.J.G.," Liverpool.

Major Jarvis, who was for many years Governor of the adjacent

5,000 Sq. Miles of Empty Land

He calls attention to the many indications that 5,000 square miles in the Negev, at present unpopulated, could be 
brought under cultivation by Jewish energy and husbandry. 


In the early Middle Ages, it is believed, one hundred thousand inhabitants were supported in this area, 


which is now. desolate. 


The Report of the Palestine Commussion with its partition scheme is 
at the present time the tnost widely-discussed question im the British 
Empire, and the hope everyone entertains ts that, during the breathing 
space that will ensue whilst the League of Nations is considering the 
matter. the two races will settle thea differences and arnve at some 
COL Promise before Partition, that poles of tatlure, ts resorted to. 

As regards my own attitude towards the situation in Palestine I 
wish to make it perfectly clear that IT am neither ‘pro-Arab nor pro- 
Jew. 1 have, however, for the last fourteen years lived on the borders 
of Palestine as well as having served in the country during the War, 
and as a result have been in contact. with most ol the situations that 
have arisen. : 

I have always felt that the Arab of Palestine bases his claims on a 
false foundation when he demands his independence as the Arab who 
fought against the Turk during the War. _He would be on better 
ground if he sought to argue that he was the onginal and indigenous 
mhabitant ola portion ol Palestine, and omitted all clamns to being 
the fighting Arab who marched with Lawrence east.of the Jordan. 
Actually very few Palestinians fought with Lawrence, which disposes 
of one clanm, and if, as they state, thes are of the purest Hedjazi blood 
thev are theretore the descendants of those Arabs who, during the 
Hegira, ousted from Palestine the Romans. who themselves had driven 
out the Jéws some six hundred years previously. If this is the ease 
there is no very valid argument against the Jews reinstating them- 
selves. 

No one, however, who saw Palestine m 1917 and 1918 and has seen 
it to-dav can tail to be struck by the enormous advance that has 
been mace In. nineteen years In 1918, with the exception of some 
orange groves in the newhbourhood of Jaffa and Haifa, and a few 
small Jewish settlements, Palestine was a treeless country of rocky

The question has been causing some correspondence in British 
newspapers recently, but before one discusses the matter it is 
necessary to decide exactly what portion of the Negev could be 
handed over or sold to the Jewish settlers without adding to the 
bitterness of the present racial controversy. 

The area that hes in the tnangle:formed by Gaza, Beersheba, and 
Auja on the Sina frontier has quite an appreciable Moharnumedan 
population of the Arab fellah type, and a stall larger number of Beduin 
from the Terrabin and Remelat tribes, who are becoming gradually 
settled on the land and are fast losing their nomad characteristics 
These people are already cultivating every wadi (valley) and obvioush 
suitable tract of land in this triangle. and fired by the examples ot 
Jewish success farther north are already starting orange and almond 
groves.

Dr. Weizmann Adopts “ Thin End 
of the Wedge’ Tactics 


[From our Special Corre spondent ZURICH | 

The grave problem which has ousted ail other questions at the 
Twentieth Zionist Congress at Zurich has been Partition—the proposai to 
whittle down Great Britain's promise of a Jewish National Home in 
Palestine to a tiny area partitioned off from the rest of the country, 
crossed by a non-Jewish corridor and dotted with reserved non-Jewish 
enclaves. 

The bait offered to trap Jewish acceptance of this unworkable scheme 
has been the suggestion of Jewish sovereignty within these few square 
miles—equal to the area of Norfolk. 

Despite the gravity of the issue, those Zionist leaders who seem to 
have risen to the bait have used strenuous efforts to drive Congress, 
WHICH WAS NOT ELECTED ON THIS ISSUE, to come to a decision 
by the end of this week. Congress opened only on Tuesday, and the 
Partition discussion began on Wednesday afternoon. 

This vital discussion was held in camera. 

The feverish hurry on the part of those who are seeking to get Partition 
accepted, on the dangerous plea that they can bargain over the details 
at a later date, is inspired by a desire to influence the Permanent Mandates 
Commission now discussing Partition at Geneva. 


Despite the fact that the handful of Zionist leaders who favour this 


procedure have the advantages of influence and political machinery, a 
vigorous stand is being made by those who realise the grave consequences 
of Partition—that it offers a caricature of a Jewish State and that it is 
in the worst interests of Jews, Arabs, and Great Britain alike. 


When Congress opened in the Tonhalle, Zunch, there were 473 
ele legates present lorty-two COUNTIICS, Dr. Wemnann hac 
delivered tus Pres;dential address, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin was appointed 
Chairman of the Congress by the Actions Comittee.

The following facts throw interesting light upon the way in which 
ahgnment on Partition has already begun to take shape. In all 
parties pro and anti groups exist. 


The issue has cut across most 
parties. 


One exception is Group “ B” of General Zionists, all of whom, 
before election, signed an undertaking to vote against Partition at 
Congress. This party is led by the veteran Zionist, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin. 
The Mizrachi, too, are taking a firm stand in their opposition, only one 
or two of their delegates being willing to consider a compromise. 
They are led by Rabbi Meir Berlin and Mr. Farbstein. The General 
Zionists “A” have a considerable group, led by Elijahu Berligne, of 
Palestine, who are also fighting Partition tooth and nail. 


Labour Also Divided 

In the ranks of the Labour groups, a serious split on the question 
has occurred, Those in favour are known to be led by Mr. Ben Gurion, 
while Mr. Berl Katznelson, the editor of Davar, who also wields con- 
siderable influence among the rank and file of his party, is in charge 
of the opposition. He is being assisted in his leadership of this group 
by Mr: Tabenkin, one of the leaders of Hashomer Hatzair. 

I am informed that the pro-Partitionists have promised the leaders 
of Polish Jewry the greater share in the immediate immigration which 
Partition is expected to make possible. 


Many anti-Partitionists have expressed to me the fear that the 
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Government, having drafted such boundaries and conditions as leave 
room) tor Concessions, will eventually enable the pre Partitiomsts ta) 
claun that they have secured a political “ victory ” over the British 
Government. 

There is much comment among some of the delegates over the silence 
which Dr. Weizmann has so far maintained on such a vital matter 
as this life-and-death struggle for World Jewry. 

Great interest is being shown here im the proceedings of the 
Permanent Mandates Commission which are taking place in Geneva, 
only four-and-a-half hours’ journey from Zuanch. It may not be 
altogether a coincidence that the Comnussion ts sitting at the same 
Indeed, it is the behef of all the anti-Partitionists

Addressing a meeting of the American delegatron on Sunday mght, 
Mr. Ussishkin attacked Partition in all its aspects and showed how 
utterly unworkable and ludicrous it was. 

After fiftv vears of Choveve: Zion, forty years since the toundatior 
of the Ziomst Organisation; and twenty vears after the Balfour 
Declaration, they were confronted with a problem which they had 
never dreamt of, he said. They had always visualised Palestine as 
ther National Home. Now they had to decide whether or not to 
accept one-fifth of it as a Jewish State. The whole ot their movement 
was split into factions over it, and it would take a long time before 
this wound was healed. 

Speaking with great emotion, Mr. Ussishkin declared: “ What we 
are offered is much worse than Uganda. In the case of Uganda we 
said that we did not want it because it was a strange land to the Jews. 
But Palestine is our own country. Tel-Aviv is Eretz Yisrael and 
holy, but Jerusalem is the holy of the holes.” | 

In the case of Uganda, the sixth Zionist Congress had made’a big 
lustomeal mistake, which, however, had been put mght by the seventh 
Congress. “If this Congress,” he declared, “ accepts Partition, no 
Jewish assembly will-be able to undo that decision.” It had been 
argued that if- to-day they agreed to take what was proffered them, 
to-morrow they would. be able to traain additional territory. But such 
an attitude of mind meant dishonest dealing.. It was against all those 
ethical principles upon which Jews prded themselves. 


Future Immigration Difficulties 

Another argument used in favour of Partition was that they must 
have an unmediate and large unrgration to satisfy the needs of 
persecuted Jewry. But, he asked, what would happen in such a tiny 
Jewish State when they came to decide upon the immigration schedule. 
The demand would be so great that many more would come than 
they could absorb, and’the result would be that they would have 
large numbers of illegal unmugrants. And he would like to see a Jewish 
poleeman grab hold of a poor persecuted Jew from Poland and have 
lim sent back. 

Mr. Ben Gurion also addressed the meeting, attacking the British 
Government as he has never done before for the way in which it had 
treated the Jews. He went as far as to say that even if they accepted 
some form of partition he would not be surprised if Britaim tried to 
wriggle out of the agreement. In spite of this attack, Ben Gurion 
said it was worth while fighting for a Jewish State which, he con- 
tended, would give them a chance of real peace with the Arabs. He 
also visualised that in a very short time, perhaps in a decade-and-a- 
half, they would be able to have a mullion-and-a-half Jews in the new 
Jewish State. 

The eighty-five American delegates representing the Zionist 
Organisation of America decided not to abide by the resolution adopted 
by the Zionist Organisation of America demanding that they should 
vote en bloc against Partition. The Z.0.A. delegates are, therefore, 
to vote on Partition as individuals, each according to his own con- 
viction. Led by Rabbi B. R. Brickner and Mr. Elihu Stone, twelve 
Z.0.A. delegates issued a statement to the effect that they would 
definitely vote in favour of Partition provided that better frontiers 
were secured for the proposed Jewish State. 


Procedure of Debate Decided

“Such procedure, however,” he added, “ would not exclude the Possi- 
bility of a further reference of this question to the Mandates Com- 
mission after the session of the Council in September, should the 
Council consider this necessary or desirable.” 

Mr. W. G. A. Ormsby-Gore, the Colonial Secretary, who heads the 
British Government delegation, appeared before the closed session of 
the Commussion on Saturday afternoon and presented the British 
proposals. It was reported that Mr. Ormsby-Gore had refused to agree 
to the Commission’s request to make his declaration at the open 
Scssion. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore said he identified himself, as far as circumstances 
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allowed, with the Royal Commission's Report. He stressed the 
importance of the question and declared: “In no mandated territory 
are the wide and far-reaching international interests so manifest. In 
fact. before the idea of mandates was evolved, it was agreed during 
the War among the principal Allied Powers, in the so-called Sykes- 
Picot Agreement, that Palestine should be international. I feel,” he 
continued, “ that not only the experience of the last year in Palestine, 
but the whole story of our difficulties as Mandatory Power in Palestine 
in the last seventeen years is now to be reviewed, 
general stock-taking of the position that has 
existing Mandate.

“ His Majesty's Government find themselves in general agreement 
with the arguments and conclusions of the Roval Commission,” he 
said.

The Disturbances of Last Year 
MR. HALL'S DEFENCE 


On Tuesday afternoon, the Commission examuned Mr. Ormsby-Gore 
about his statement. 

The Commission also began its examination of the Palestine Adimuin- 
istration report for 1936 on Tuesday. The Commission, it was 
announced, took into account and considered, while studying the 
material contained in the report, the information and comment on 
these questions contained in the Adnunistration’s Report for 1935 and 
in the Report of the Palestine Roval Commission. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore and Mr. John Hathorn Hall, former Chief Secre- 
tary of the Palestine Government, were questioned at length by the 
members. 

The Palestine Govermuent necessarily took their decisions in the 
light of the facts known to them at the tyme, Mr. Hall declared in 
reply to questions. He also drew attention to the sporadic character 
of the subversive movements with which the security forces had to 
deal, and said that they could not have been more effective even if 
they had been larger. He also dwelt on the extent to which the Arab 
Higher Committee ,were in a position to control the situation and 
the circumstances/in which the Committee was created. The eon- 
siderations which were in the mind of the Palestine Administration 
in its relations with the Commuttee were also explained. 

Replying to further questions, Mr. Ormsby-Gore explained the 
reasons which had led hun so to frame the terms of reference of the 
Roval Commission as to exclude a detailed inquiry into the actual 
causes of the disturbances. 

A very interesting result of Tuesday's session is the conclusion that 
the Commission 1s competent to examine the Palestine problem in all 
its aspects. It is for the Council to take a final decision, but the 
Commission is prepared to advise the Council to the full extent as 
to the whole preparatory work, as well as to submit its own recom- 
mendations. The Commussion will examine the reports with regard 
to thew impartiality and require further information if they should 
be adjudged to be unsatisfactory. They will carefully examine all 


possible solutions and im no way limit their recommendations to the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission’s Report.

Nazi Activity in the United States 


Grave Charges by Congressmen 
CAMPS FOR MILITARY TRAINING 


“Spies and Agitators for German Government” 


The Non-Sectarian anti-Nazi League has opened a campaign 
against Nazi activities in America by urging Government action 
against twenty-one summer camps operated by the official local Nazi 
party. The League claims that the camps are under direct Nazi 
control and are being used for propaganda and military training of 
German-Americans and aliens who are sympathetic to the Hitler 
regime. 

A specific protest was made against the Nazi “ Nordland” Camp 
at Andover, New Jersey, the most recent of the military establish- 
ments. While, at the opening of the c+mp, speakers took pains to 
deny alien counections, it is stated, the 8,000 German-Americans 
who attended pledged allegiance to Hitler and the Swastika. which 
was prominently displayed by the side of a huge picture of Hitler. 
There followed a military parade of over 500 uniformed Nazis, who 
Heil!” and saluted in the Nazi manner. 

Describing these pro-eedings as illegal, the League, through its 
Executive Secretary, Dr. Boris E. Nelson, has stated: “ These 
camps are being used by the official Nazi faction in the United 
States as military training camps for a foreign Power. We submit 
to the court of public opinion that they are illegal, anti-American, 
and dangerously subversive in that they aim to’win the military 
allegiance of people living within our shores for a government 
other than the United States.” 

Charges of menucing law and order have been levelled by 
Mr. Gustave Heuss, of Yaphank; Long Island, against Nazis at 
the neighbouring “Siegfried Camp. They are, he declares, bringing 
Yapbank ts “the verge of an insurrection.’ 


State Investigation Demanded 


Charges that the Nazi Government is flooding the United States 
with propaganda and that youths in “every city of consequence ™ 
are drilling under Nazi instructors were also made ina recent wire- 
less broadcast by Congressman Jobn W. McCormack, Chairman of the 
recent Committee of Investigation into un-American activities. In 
a dialogue with Congressman Emanuel Celler, Mr. McCormack 
named nineteen persons as German propaganda agents in the 
United States. Many of those named hold leading positions. 

Mr. McCormack announces that he has filed a Bill to compel all 
foreign propagandists to register with the Secretary of State. 

Congressman Samuel Dickstein last week made public the names 
of 46 persons in the United States whom he accused of being “ spies 
and agitators” forthe German Government. Mr. Dickstein made 
the charges as p irt of an effort to persuade (ongress to appropriate 
a substantial sum for the investigation of local Nazi activities. 
Some of tlife persons on the list are well known throughout the 
country. Mr. Dickstein supplied addresses and biographies of the 
individuals against whom he made the charges and gave a list of 
gathering-places for Nuzi sympathisers, most of whch are near 
New York City. 

Congressman William Citron, of Massachusetts, states that he is 
taking the matter up with the State Department, and is requesting 
an investigation into the camps. 


Sauce for the Goose... 


The Rev. L. M. Birkhead, of Kansas City, has applied for a special 
passport visa to go to Germany and organise ~ branches of the 
Friends of Democracy group among German citizens who are still 
friendly to liberty and the democratic way of life,’ the British 
United Press reports. The application was made by telegram to 
Dr. Hans Dieckhoff, German Ambassador in Washington. 

Mr. Birkhead is leader of the Liberal Centre Group in Kansas 
City. His telegram added: “I should like, moreover, to have it 
specifically stated in my visa that the Friends of Democracy groups 
may set up semi-military camps on German soil and carry on both

“Italy's Respect for Religious Beliefs” 


Fascist Leader at Rabbinical College 
AN IMPORTANT PRONOUNCEMENT 


[From our Correspondent—THESSALONIKI) 


Count de Vecchi di Val Cismon, the new Governor of the Island 
of Rhodes, Italy’s Mediterranean possession off the coast of Asia 
Minor, recently paid a visit to the Rhodes Rabbinical College, where 
he received an address of loyalty from the student and teaching bodies. 
The College, which is said to be the only one able to-day to provide 
Rabbis for Eastern Sefardi communities, was founded in 1927 
under the auspices of the local Community and the Italian Govern- 
ment. The building was formerly the home of the Vali (Turkish 
Governor), and its present owners, the Italian Government, are 
content with charging a formal rent of one lira a year, at the same 
time giving the College an annual grant of 70,000 lire. 

Welcomed by teavhers and students, the Governor declared: “I 
am interested in the College not merely because it is under my 


jurisdiction, but particularly because it is a religious institution, 
and, being a believer myself, 1 have absolute respect for other 
religions. The Royal. Government and its representative here follow 
your activities with great sympathy. I can assure you ibat Italy 
could not be imperial if she did not respect all the religious beliefs 
of the peoples who live under her protective wings.’ 

The occasion was also marked by the bestowal of Rabbinical 
diplomas on fifteen students. One of them is President of the 
Rhodes Beth Din, another is Rabbiin Serajevo, while a third is to 
study at the Hebrew University in Jerusalem.

RUMANIA 


Gipsies Link Up with Jew-Baiters 


To sbow that they are loyal Nationalist citizens, the Rumanian 
Gipsies have joined the anti-Semitic National Christian Party, the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports. 

TIARA NOASTRA, the official organ of this Party, has issued a 
supplement in. the Gipsy language announcing National Christian 
Gipsy unity. It is probably tbe first time in the history of 
journalism that an anti-Semitic newspaper bas been published in 
the Gipsy tongue. 

The merger considerably strengthens Rumania’s army of Jew- 
haters, for the Gipsies living in that country are a voting force to 
be reckoned with. Moreover, the sale of néwspapers in the streets 
is practically a Gipsy monopoly, while village orchestra singers are 
almost exclusively Gipsies. Hence their importance as propaganda 
agents. They would, too, constitute an additional supply of Jew. 
baiters which would come in very handy in creating anti-Semitic 
disturbances at opportune moments. It is significant that ata 
recent Gipsy Congress, which took place in Bucharest, participants 
requested the Government to take measures against Jewish 
musicians, who, it was alleged, created- unemployment among 
Gipsies. 

The influential anti-Semitic PoRUNCA VRemt had published in this 
connection an editorial urging all good Rumanians to boycott places 
of amusement with modern orcbestras and jazz bands, and to listen 
only to Gipsy music. 


Widespread Election - Riots 


News is reaching Bucharest of violent anti-Jewish disorders in 
many provincial towns accompanying the municipal ‘and district 
elections, which are pow in progress. In Siret, Bukovina, thirty 
Jews were assaulted and many houses pillaged. Armed forces had to 
be called from the neighbouring town of Radauti to enforce order. 
Although the Jews were requested to vote and were given assur-

Short Shrift for Anti-Jewish Agitators 


The Government has issued instructions to the authorities in 
Stovakia to confiscate all leaflets, pamphlets, and newspapers which 
incite the population against Jews, and to send for trial’ their 


nuthors, editors, publishers, and printers. The Government has 
instructed the authorities to proceed with particular severily against 
all libellers of the Jewish religion. The action of the Government 


is a result of the growth of local anti-Jewish agitation. According 
to the Democratic Press, the anti-Jewish campaign is subsidised by 
the German Nazi Party. Nazi emissaries, they state, have succeeded 
in bribing people in many towns and villages to‘tngage in the pro 
Hitlerist and anti-Jewish crusade. 


Agudist World Congress 


The Third Kenésio Gedolo (Agudist World Congress) is to open in 
Marienbad on the 17th inst., and will last for a week. It will be 
presided over by Senator Zirelsolin, of Kishineff, and Rabbi Deputy 
Lewin, of Poland. Mr. Jacob Rosenheim will speak on ~ The 
Position of Jewry and the World Crisis"; Chief Rabbi Carlebach, of 
Hamburg, will speak on “The Torah and the World”; Dr. Isaac 
fireuer will speak on “The Agudah and Eretz Israel ” ; Rabbi 
Jacobson, of Copenhagen, will report on the work of the heren 
Hatorah; Mr. H. A. Goodman on that of the Political Executive; and 
Dr. S. Ehrmann on the activities of the heren Havishuv. The Czech 
Government is to be represented at the opening of the Congress.

In Danduwke, in the district of Modszew, Endeks stoned a Jewish 
funeral procession. In Lemberg, Endeks attacked a café, savagely 
assaulting one of its Jewish visitors. 

A “ March to Palestine,” begun by twenty-six boys and girls, without 
money and without passports, was dispersed by the police in Warsaw last 
week. 

A conference of the Union of Polish Municipal Workers, held in Katto- 
witz, has refused, by a large wajority, to accept a proposal made by 
Endck members to introduce the “ Aryan Clause ” into the Union’s consti- 
tution. Opposition to the proposal was led by M. T. Grodzynski, Governor 
of the Silesian Province. 

A demand that ** ghetto benches” should be introduced in all elemen- 
tary and secondary schools is now being made by anti-Semites in many 
parts of Poland. KEndek agitators have been canvassing the parents of 
Polish children asking them to sign a petition to the Minister of Education 
embodying this demand. 


BELGIUM 
Rexists Stage “ Jewish Invasion” Scare 


The Rexist Party, whose fortunes are apparently declining so 
rapidly that the “ Leader,’ Léon Degrelle, has been forced to issue 
an urgent appeal for aid in order to carry on, seems to believe that 
it can stage a “come-back" by once more attacking the Jews. The 
Rexist organ, Le Pays REEL, is now raising the bogy “Jewish 
invasion,” and is demanding that police measures be taken 
to refuse to naturalise Jews, and to denaturalise Jews who have 
already become Belgian citizens. A close watch should be kept 
on the activities of Jewish aliens, it says, and strict regulations 
should be enforced to control Jews engaged in commerce.

The nucleus of a Jewish 
harbour has been created at Tel-Aviv, tifteen new settlements hav 
been founded and two old ones—Huldah and Chittin—rebuilt, Jewish 
labour has become more firmly rooted in agriculture than ever before, 
we have succeeded in strengthening our financial and economu 
instruments, e.g., the Anglo-Palestine Bank, the Jewish Colomal Trust, 
the Mortgage Bank, the Industrial Bank, and that most. unportant 
agent of our land acquisition work, the Palestine Land Development 
Company. Finally, the income of the great national funds, the Keren 
Kevemeth Leisrael ana thr Keren Havesod, has shown during these 
two years a marked increase, so that since the Lucerne Congress it 
has been possible to pera ide, through thierry. than il pounds 
lor the work of settlement and development in Palestine.” 

Dr. Weizmann then turned to the Report of the Royal Comission, 
which he said must, despite what seemed to be serious shortcomings, 
command the very great respect. .~ In its lnustoneal analysis of the 
problem, it tnanitests it svinpathy, and iin under- 
standing ot Jewish ideals and achievements which are as striking is

‘’ But underlying the Report there is a fundamental misconception. 
The Report's main thesis is that the Mandate is inherently unworkable. 
That is a proposition which we deny, and our denial is supported by 
the record of achievement in aimost every direction in Palestine since 
1922, to which the Commission's Report itself bears witness. 

“ But the Commission met in Palestine in an atmosphere vitiated 
and poisoned by six months of violence and terrorism: it failed to 
realise that some attempt at effective Government might have nipped 
the trouble in the bud, and its perspective has been distorted accord- 
ingly. The Commission passed judgment in the shadow of events 
which should never have been allowed to:take place, and which could 
and should have been prevented by firm action in the early stages of 
the troubles. 


‘* Mandate Not Unworkable "’ 
‘‘ In fact, it is not the Mandate which is unworkable: the difficulty 


is that it has been administered by a half-hearted Administration which 
has failed to make a really serious attempt to work it. The characteristic 


feature of the Report is thus the remarkable inconsequence between its 


analysis of the problem and its conclusions and recommendations. 

“In its Statement of Policy, the Government, going in the circum- 
stances beyond the Commission’s own proposals, has announced its

Jewish tragedy, although he is Chairman of the British Section of the 
Council for German Jewry.” 

Dr. Weizmann, after declaring, amid a tornado of applause, that the 
Partition scheme of the Commission was absolutely unacceptable to the 
Jewish people, pointed out that the establishment of a Jewish State of 
a reduced area would, nevertheless, afford for the first time an opportunity 
of development under a Government of their own in the main regions 
of Jewish settlement. 

It was only natural that Jews should be deeply disappomted, but 
he reminded them that the British Administration should not be held 
responsible for a state of affairs largely created by the action or inaction 
of the Palestiman Administration. The real spint of Great Britain was 
expressed in the recent Parliamentary debates. No Jew could have 
noted without emotion the sprint of goodwill and helpfulness which 
breathed through them, or listened without deep gratitude to the 
Archbishop ol Canterbury It should never be forgotten that the 
British nation was the only one which, while itself beset by many 
WINES problems, had made a conscious effort to tind at least a partial 
solution the national distress of the Jows 


“Messianic Hopes . . . . and Immediate Possibilities ”’ 


Dr. Weizinann appealed to Congress to distinguish between Messianic 
hopes and aspirations and unmediate possibrities. The immutable 
promuse, he thought, would come to pass in the fullness of time. 

‘* We human beings,'’ he said, ‘' can only pave the way, and it is for 
us to make the most of all the opportunities offered to us. Congress must 
choose between the principle of a Jewish State in a part of the Mandated 
area, and the danger of remaining a minority in a larger area.’’

Mr. Ussishkin Replies 


Insistence on the Mandate 
OURS 1S A STRAIGHT PATH " 


Mr. t ssishkin then delivered his address, in which he mdicted the 
whole of the Palestiman Admimstration of the past twenty yvears, but 
he dul not distinguish, as Dr. Weizmann had done. between the 
Palestinian Adnunistration and the Colomal Office. .

Highway Robbery as a Livelihood 


During the past week, outbreaks of highway robbery have occurred 
in the Jenin distnet. According to a rumour put about in Arab circles, 
this preying on the travelling public is “an example of Arab disgust 
with the present-regime and their protest against Partition.” Actually, 
however, it is known that the Arab Highe: (‘omimuttee has ceased 
giving financial support (for lack of funds) to the armed terrorsst 
gangs which it had willy-milly subsidised, under threat of reprisal, 
since the end of the disturbances. As these gangsters had become 
accustomed to living on “ the fat of the land” without undue exertion 
except collecting their remittances, they naturally resented the idea 
of going back to honest work. Therefore they started mulcting their 
maintenance costs from the public in a more direct and forceful way. 
Numerous cases of threatening letters sent to wealthy Mosleui notables 
of Haifa by so-called “ Black Hand ™ societies have also been reported 
during the past week. Since the recent collapse of the, Arab political 
orgamsation in the North, mainly as the outcome -of police action, 
many individual “ racketeers” have been left financially high and 
dry, and it seerns that they, too, are determined to find some means 
of subsistence other than work. 

The bland attitude of the Palestine Government towards these 
activities leaves the ordinary observer more bewildered than ever. 
All that the country needs is security: and that security is far from 
being provided by the autherities,

The Palestine Orange Industry 
HEAVY LOSSES OF FRUIT 


[From a Correspondent] 


The new Monthly Bulletin of the Office of Statistics of the Govern 
ment of Palestane contains a review of the citrus industry in the past 
season, whuch gives valuable information tor a considerataon of the 
economic’ situation of the COUNTY, For citrus exports 
monopolise the outward loreign trade of Palestine The area unde 
citrus on March last was about 74,500 acres, showing. an increase 
of 5,000 acres on the vear. The citrus harvest in the previous vear had 
been a bad one, It is estimated that about a nullon cases were lost 
last winter on account of bad weather, but the new groves polarited 
five and six years ago began to bear fruit and as a consequence, despite 
this loss, the total number of cases exported m 1936 °7 was 10,774,300, 
as compared with 5,397,310 in 19356 and 7.330.816 in 1934 5, the 
previous record figure. In the coming season it 1s expected that there 
will be between thirteen and fourteen nmullion cases available tor export 

Of the cases exported last season 9,306,811 contained oranges. Of 
the ten-and-three-quarter nullions exported last season 7,714,608 went 
to the United Kingdom, Holland with 612,486 being the next beat 
customer. Prices im the Umted Kingdom, which were low until 
January, fell still further then, and the conciusion reached 1s that 
growers tnade ‘very little profit on the whole on oranges and none on 
grapefruit. This was due not only to the bad prices obtained but 
also to the losses from deterioration im Palestine and on the journey. 

The weather made the by-roads from many of the groves ditheult 
for transport and the shipping arrangements were altogether 
inadequate, ships being overloaded, and consequently much trurt was 
carned without proper protection from the weather. .- Inadequate 
shipping also led to great congestion at the ports and consequent 
damage to fruit left in the open while awaiting shipment. On the other 
hand the railway transport arrangements were quite satistactory. 5o 
great was the detenoration of the fruit on the journey that it uw 
¢stimated that about twenty-five per cent. of the fruit that reached 
the Umted Kingdom was unsaleable. The norma! figure for such losses 
is five per cent.» This loss occurred after 211,800 cases had been 
rejected by the Palestine Government inspection service as unstutable 
for export. The Government realises the seriousness of this state of 
afiairs and plans are under consideration for prescribing standards tor 
fruit-carrying ships and for investigating the causes of wastage. Ot the 
cases exported 3,602,000 went through Jaffa, an increase of 123,000; 
6,661,000 through Haifa, three times the figure for the previous year; 
and 366,000 through Tel-Aviv. 


Jerusalem to Pay More for Water 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM | 


The Jerusalem Municipal Council has adopted a recommendation by 
its Water Board that the present rate of 40 mils (roughly 10d.) a cubic 
metre of water shall be increased by 5 mils (1}d.) owing to the deficit 
incurred on maintaining the water supply. 

If the Government approves the increase, the Municipality's excess 
expenditure over income is expected to be reduced from £P12,000 
to £P6,000 by the new. rate. 

Two facts of interest emerged from the discussion: first, that 
the Bethlehem Municipality had not been paying for the water it had 
received out of the Jerusalem reservoirs; secondly, that the Jerusalem 
Municipality has been losing £P4 a day on an average owing to damag®

also based on 1932, when there was a combincd membership of 12,000, The 
benefit fund was £79,250, surplus £7,758, and disposable surplus £709.

Good Programme at Hackney 
CAPLAN’S THIRD BID FOR SOUTHERN TITLE 


There 1 something to suit every taste at the Hackney Stadium on 
Monday, when the programme arranged by Mr. Benny Huntman will 
he staged. There will be contests of brain and ski! and brawn and thrills. 
The full programme is as follows: Fifteen (three-minute) rounds contest 
for the Southern Area feather-weight championship between Dick Corbet! 
(holder) and Benny Caplan; ten rounds heavyweight contest: Eddie 
Phillips v. Alee Bell; eight rounds hght-weight contest: Dave Finn v. 
Jack Garncek; eight rounds middle-weight contest: Eddie MeGuire 
Ben Valente: eight rounds welter-weight contest : Alby Day v. George 
Bunter; and a four rounds fly-weight contest between Harry Silver and 
Sammy Shaw. 

Both Corbett and Caplan are great straight-left stvlists, and a thrilling 
battle of wits is anticipated. Corbett, the champion, though perhaps a 
little past the fine form he displayed when defeating the great Teddy 
Baldock at Clapton, is still a force to be reckoned with, and the 
supporters of Caplan fully realise that their man will indeed have to be 
at his very best if he is to win. Caplan has had a great boxing career. 
Some of his best performances’were as an amateur. After winning several 
schoolboy titles he won the A.B.A. feather-weight championship in 1931. 
In this competition he defeated Harry Mizler. <As a professional, Caplan 
has also given some sparkling displays, among the most notable being 
a points victory over Johnny MeGrory, feathers champion of Great Britain 
and the Empire, before he won his titles; a points win over Dave Crowley 
‘in April, 1935; while his best of all was to share honours with Freddie 
Miller, the feather-weight champion of the world. This is Caplan’s 
third attempt to win the Southern Area feather title. On the two 
previous occasions, he was narrowly outpointed by Dave Crowley and 
Corbett, and he is keen on this occasion to gain the award. Those 
who appreciate skill and straight deft-hand punching will be well 
rewarded when these two enter the ring ready for action. 

Recently Dave Finn fought Jack Carrick at the Mile End Arena, and 
a hectic affair it proved to be. Just when Carrick had been meeting Dave 
Finn at his own game, he suffered the penalty of disqualification for an 
alleged low delivery. This result was widely commented upon, and the 
return fight between them should again draw the great crowd which saw 
the first encounter 

Sammy Shaw, the Hull fly-weight, who has vet to be defeated and ts 
the only boxer to have scored: over the Clapton youngster, Harry Silver, 
will again meet Silver in a four rounds contest on this programme. On 
the previous occasion, Silver took things somewhat too lightly and was 
outpointed, but since then he has improved and his enthusiastic backers 
expect him to turn the tables om his Hull rival. He will, however, have 
to tighten up his. defence, for he is apt to leave himself open when 
attacking, and a smart opponent is quick to take advantage of this.. 

At a luncheon on Friday afternoon of last week in connection wit! 
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this programme, Mr. Benny Huntman, the match maker, said he was 
acting on behalf of a well-known East End business man, who was 
endeavouring to revive boxing on a large scale in East London. If all 
went well with the following Monday's programme he hoped to stage two 
further programmes at the sate venue To that end, he was offering

Alpine Hill Climb 


British cars never miss an opportunity in these days to demonstrate 
publicly their ability to tackle any road, however steep or however 
rough the surface. Recently, Mr. H. E. Symons, a well-known com- 
petiiion driving motorist, on one of the new Wolseley “ 18-20” models 
climbed Europe's second highest hill, the newly-opened Col de I'Iseran, 
an Alpine pass, 9,078 feet high, on the French-Swiss border in the 
Savowe district.
